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THIS IS UNEVALUATED INFORMATION 


1. Two Communist provaganda agents and organizers detected among the crew of a 
Nationalist naval vesgel stated that they had joined the Commmist Party in 
Shanghai slightly over a year ago. They were formerly members of the Chinese 
Merchant Marine and became Communists ai a result of striltas and labor dis- | 
putes taking place in Shanghai at that time. The prisoners stated that the ; 
unsettled labor conditions in Shanghai caused many versons to turn to Come- 
nism, which at least vromised better working conditions and steady employment. 
The prisoners had no difficulty joining the Chinese Navy in view of their exe 
perience as engineers in the Merchant Marine. 


2. <After joirtag the Commmist Party the men were given an intensive three-month 
indoctrination course. Their mission was to join the Chinese Navy, to snread 
Communist thinking, and to incite defection among Navy personnel. The in- 
doctrination consisted of a reading course on Communist doctrines from a text 
especially vrevared for the vurvoge. Buring the inductrination veriod the men 
were organized into celis of three and instructed “o observe each other's 
activities. If any member of a cell was caught reading literature of non- 
Communist origin he was severely mimished. 


3. The prisoners described the following system of cella which ezisted during 
their tour of duty with the Chinese Navy. 
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Cc Cc. CG 
"A" in each unit is considered the chief of the unit. "C" has close liaison 
with the chief of the next unit and is resvonsible to revort to his own chief 
any malfeasance on the latter's vart. In this way, the vrisonerg nointed out, 


almost perfest discinline and control is achieved. Unit members are exnected 
to work indevendently but always under the watchful eyes of other members. 


4, Discioline within the Communist cells is strimsent and remorseless. One 
major concent is Irilled into the mind of each member: if captured he 
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must not confess for at least twenty-four hours, regardless of tortures 
used. This period provides other members Imown to the captive an opoor~ 
tunity to escape. [i the torture and grilling continue, after twenty- 
four hours have elanesd, the vrisoner may reveal all he kmows. If he 
should return to Comminiat control he is rewarded for his ability to hold

out for the required jvriod. On the other hand, if the prisoner telks too 
goon, he ie later executed by the ¢.P
